Yuii  seem  to  lose  sis»lit  of  the  re¬ 
sistance  yourselves  have  made  to  popery,  and 
forget  that  you  ought  to  allow  others  the  same 
liberty. 

Ch’nian.  But  you  rnmemi.er  to  rank  the  op¬ 
position  which  the  dissenters  have  made  to  the 
Church,  with  her  resistance  to  popery  ;  which 
is  in  fact  claiming,  either  that  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  is  as  cm  nipt  as  the  Church 
of  Rome;  or  that  men  an  under  the  same  ne¬ 
cessity  of  departing  frtim,  and  even  destrouina 
a  pore  Church,  if  thetj  rlionsr  to  d  >  sn,  that  the 
Reformers  were  of  correcting  tin*  ahu-ies  of  the 
Church  in  her  connection  with  papal  Rome. 
Compare  these  things  also  with  the  arts  dai  y 
practised  to  prevent  people  from  examining  for 
themselves,  and  to  strengthen  and  perpetuate 
their  [ireju.iices  against  the  (  linrch.  Witness 
the  mutilations  of  tlie  t  'hnrch  of  England  p*ib- 
lications  and  tracts  ;  the  carefully  cutting  away 
of  the  mention  of  onr  various  services,  and  of 
allusions  to  them;  lest  the  fervent  piety  of  the 
language,  coupled  with,  and  referiitig  to  the 
Prayer  Book  and  the  (Miurch,  should  win  ti|Mm 
the  affections  of  youthful  leaders,  and  lead  them 
to  desire  an  actpiaintance  wit’i  her  services. 
Look  at  Leslie’s  Short  and  Easy  Metliod  with 
the  Deists,  from  which  his  “  intatlihle  demon- 
Hration  of  Episcopacy,”  as  a  direct  jir.iofef  tiie 
truth  of  Christianity,  and  a  means  of  removing 
the  objections  of  the  Jews  to  the  Gospel,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  dissent  and  schism  emom;  Drofesf- 
ants,  is  sent  into  ignominious  hanisliment!  Is 
such  an  argument  unfit  to  he  read  hy  our  chil¬ 
dren,  lest  they  should  he  biased  in  favour  of  that 
Church  which  possesses  the  best  and  most  effi¬ 
cient  means  of  conveiting  “  Jews,  Turks,  and 
Infidels,”  and  bringing  back,  by  her  pure  and 
scriptural  formularies,  those  still  cotrupt  branch¬ 
es  of  the  Universal  Church,  who  have  ever  been 
accustomed  to  Episcopal  government  and  the 
use  of  Liturgies  in  theii  public  worsliip  ? — But 
to  return  to  Ignatius.  To  the  Sinyrnians  he 
writes,  sec.  8  :  ‘‘  See  that  you  follow  your  Bish¬ 
op  as  Jesus  Christ  the  Father,  and  the  presby¬ 
tery  as  the  Apostles,  and  reverence  the  deacons 
as  the  command  ol  God.  Let  no  man  do  any 
tiling  of  what  belongs  to  the  Church  .<ewora/»’/y 
from  the  Itishops." — .\nd  sec.  12:  I  salute  your 
very  worthy  Bishop,  and  your  venerable  Pre.s- 
bytery,  and  your  Deacons,  my  fellovv  servants.” 

I  shall  content  myself  as  regards  the  Fathers, 
by  requesting  your  attention  to  A  Letter  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  Congregational  clergy  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  on  Episcopacy,  hy  a  Congregational 
Clergyman,”  printed  at  Boston  this  year.  And 
I  also  refer,  for  addirioiial  witness  from  the  Fa¬ 
thers,  to  the  2d  volume  of  the  Episcopal  Watch- 
tnan,  No.  28,  page  217. 

Thus  I  have  endeavoured  to  bring  before 
you  the  testimony  of  Scripture,  and  treat  it 
according  to  the  rules  of  common  sense  and 
the  general  analogy  of  things.  The  foundation 
is  laid  in  the  ”  Law  and  the  Prophets the 


practice  of  the  New  Testament  perfectly  agrees 
with  its  references  to  the  Old ;  and  antiquity 
f  Hows  on  in  the  natural  train  and  conneclion 
of  events,  exhibiting  a  scheme  till  of  a  piece. 
And  it  very  opportunely  relieves  us  of  the  em- 
!>arrassmcnt  of  some  strange  metamorphoses, 
and  those  incomprehensible  contradictions  and 
mystical  involutions  in  which  a  perverse  inge¬ 
nuity  has  entangled  the  persons  and  character 
of  the  Apostles.  I  have  given  you  some  of  my 
reasons  for,  I  trust,  an  unalterable  attachment 
to  the  Episcopal  Church  :  and  though  it  inevi¬ 
tably  brings  the  sentence  of  condemnation  upon 
all  dissenters  without  exreption  ;  yet  I  conceive 
it  would  he  false  delicacy  of  near  kin  to  criminal¬ 
ity,  so  to  soften  dow  n  the  stern  and  unyielding 
features  of  truth,  as  to  rob  it  of  the  power  of  re¬ 
buke,  or  give  it  the  aspect  of  indifference.  It 
is  impossilile  for  truth  not  to  reproach  error 
and  fal.sehood  in  bringing  them  to  the  light  of 
day  ;  and  he  that  is  under  their  evil  iiiHuencc 
will  never  forsake  them  till  both  his  understand¬ 
ing  and  his  heart  are  brought  under  its  renova¬ 
ting  power.  He  w  ho  is  a  fearle«s  asserter  and 
ilefender  of  truths  long  departed  from,  and  held 
by  the  multitude  in  indifference  or  contempt, 
must  set  his  lace  again.*t  their  faces,  am!  per- 
lorm  the  painful  office  of  Christian  charity,  in 
the  spirit  of  the  holy  prophets  who  reproved  the 
hackslidings  of  Israel.  And  this  is  my  apology 
for  the  fieedoni  I  have  used  in  liiscussing  this 
most  important  question  with  you.  Not  that  I 
claim  the  spirit  of  the  jvrojihets  in  contending 
lor  the  truth  with  words  of  infallible  certainty, 
in  all  I  have  said  ;  hut  of  this  I  am  assured — 
my  desire  is,  in  the  sincerity  of  Gospel  love,  ”  t.i 
make  all  men  see  what  is  the  JeUotrship  of  the 
mystery,  which  from  the  beginning  of  the  world 
hath  been  hid  in  God,  who  created  all  things  hy 
Jesus  Christ :  to  the  intent  that  now  unto  the 
principalities  and  powers  in  heavenly  places 
might  be  know’ll,  by  TiiKCiU  Rrii,  the  manifold 
wisdom  ol  God,  according  to  the  eternal  pur¬ 
pose  which  he  purposed  in  Christ  Jesns  onr 
Lord.”  I  long  to  see  all  orthodox  Christians 
united  in  one  firm  phalanx,  and  as  one  man, 
wielding  the  sword  of  the  spirit,  and  pulling 
down  the  strong  holds  of  Satan  among  the  poor 
benighted  heathen,  and  his  still  stronger  holds 
among  the  new  armies  of  the  prince  of  darkness, 
which  are  assuming  the  port  of  fiendish  inso¬ 
lence  in  our  own  dear  country,  and  turning 
God’s  holy  word  into  a  mock,  a  derision,  and 
a  jest  book  for  deists  and  atheists. 

Finally;  as  all  the  r/wr/rinr.s  of  the  Church 
have  been  falsified,  perverted,  and  denied,  Imth 
in  the  gross  and  hy  piece-meal ;  so  also  the  ffnv- 
ernment  of  the  Church  has  been  abused,  coun¬ 
terfeited,  falsified,  and  denied,  in  all  possible 
diversities,  from  the  presumptuous  tyranny  of 
papal  Rome,  to  the  no  less  presumptuous  anar¬ 
chy  of  the  most  fanatical  sect.  Yet,  as  God  has 
maintained  the  truth  of  the  one  in  a  written 
standard ;  so  has  he  preserved  the  ovthenticity 
of  the  other  by  regular  official  transmission,  over 
which  no  mere  moial  cause  has  jiower  to  exer¬ 
cise  the  least  invalidating  influence. — I  shall 
close  the  subject  of  this  interview  by  reading 


to  you  an  extract  from  the  great  Chilliiigwurth. 
He  fixes  on  the  nearest  peiiod  after  the  Chris¬ 
tian  era,  when  the  enemii-s  of  Episcopacy  ac¬ 
knowledge  it  to  have  been  of  umvkksai,  cre- 
VAI.F.M  K,  and  then  conies  to  this  summing  up; 
which  here  may  follow  with  peculiar  applica¬ 
tion  ; — 

**  So  great  a  change,  as  between  Presbyterial 
Go/ernnient  and  Episcopal,  could  not  po.i.si’jly 
have  prevailed  all  the  world  over  in  a  little  time. 
Had  the  Episcopal  Government  boeii  an  aber¬ 
ration  from  (or  corruption  of)  the  Government 
left  in  the  Churches  by  the  Apostles,  it  had 
been  very  strange  that  it  should  have  prevailed 
in  all  so  many  ages  after. — Had  the  Churches 
erred,  [forsaken  the  piimitive  Government] 
THEY  w'ouLo  HAVE  vARiEu;  [as  is  the  case 
now  among  ”  nil  the  different  orders  and  per- 
sua.«ions”]  what  therejurc  is  ene  and  the  same 
rneonffst  all,  came  not  sure  by  F.eRoii,  but  by 
TKADiTiON,  [viz  :  official  traei'mission,  or  de¬ 
scent  ] — ”  V ariasse  debuerat  error  Ecclesiarum ; 
quod  autem  apnd  omnes  unum  e.^t,  non  est  er¬ 
ratum  sed  traditum.”  [Its  faitlifiil  transmis¬ 
sion  has  preserved  its  integrity,  the  same  as  is 
the  case  in  human  governments  uniil  changed 
by  some  revolution.  The  dissenters  havi.  fol¬ 
lowed  prirate  opinii.n,  private  w  shes,  private 
erpedience,  and  private  ambition  ;  hence  the 
interminable  divisions  and  subdivisions  into 
which  they  are,  and  must  be  broken.  But  the 
(’hurch, //»e  Aeof/,  abiding  on  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  Apostles,  and  maintaining  the  unity 
eef  the  body,  has  piirgued  a  clean  con/rary  course  ; 
and  by  consequence  remains  what  she  was  at 
the  Reformation,  and  es.N’fwD'n//j/ what  she  was 
in  the  days  of  St.  Paul.]  Thus  Tertullian 
argues,  very  probably,  from  the  consent  of  the 
Churches  at  this  time.  But  that,  in  the  frame 
and  substance  of  the  necessary  Government  of 
the  Church,  a  thing  always  in  use  and  practice, 
there  should  be  .so  suddeei  a  change  as  presently 
after  the  Apostles’  time — and  so  universal  as 
to  be  received  in  all  Churches,  is  clearly  impos¬ 
sible.  For, 

”  Istly.  What  universal  cause  can  be  as¬ 
signed  or  feigned  of  this  tintversal  change  ? 
You  will  not  imagine  that  the  Apostles,  all  or 
any  of  them,  maile  any  decree  for  this  change 
when  they  were  living;  or  b  ft  order  for  it  in 
any  will  or  testament  when  they  were  dying. 
This  were  to  grant  the  question,  viz  :  that  the 
Apostles  being  about  to  leave  the  Government 
of  the  Churches  themselves,  and  either  seeing 
liy  experience  or  foreseeing  by  the  Spirit  of 
God  the  distractions  and  disorders  which  would 
arise  from  a  nniltitnde  of  equals,  substituted 
Ejeiscopal  Government  instead  of  their  own. 
(Jeneral  Councils  to  make  a  taev  for  a  general 
change  for  many  ages,  there  were  none.  There 
was  no  Christian  Emperor,  no  coercive  power 
over  the  Church  to  rnjorce  it  :  or  if  there  had 
been  any,  we  know  no  force  equal  to  the  cour¬ 
age  of  the  Christians  of  those  times.  Their 
lives  were  then  at  command  (for  they  had  not 
then  learned  to  fight  for  Christ ;)  but  their  obe¬ 
dience  to  any  thing  against  his  laws  was  not  to

It  had  fir  many  years  been  the  prevailing  snl>- 
ject  of  his  studies.  And  it  had  at  the  same  lime 
been  a  salutary  discipline,  for  his  engaging  w  ith 
success  in  his  important  controversies  with  the 
Romanists.  They  often  threatened  the  lleform- 
ed  Church  with  the  loss  even  of  its  essential  pre¬ 
rogatives,  ami  their  artful  stratagems  demanded 
ill  that  patient  toil,  that  multifarious  erudition, 
ind  that  critical  acumen,  which  Bochart,  by 
bis  literary  labours,  was  so  well  qualified  to  ex- 
treise.  He  sought,  in  critical  pursuits,  a  res¬ 
pite  from  the  collisions  of  controversy  ;  and,  by 
tbe  researches  of  the  closet,  he  was  qualified  to 
bean  abler  ehampioii  of  the  truth.  It  is  thus 
ibat  the  intellectual  powers  may  be  refreshed 
ind  disciplined.

Bochart  lived  a  scholar’s  life,  nnd  it  was  as  a 
scholar,  too,  that  he  filli.^hed  his  career.

REINS  OF  BARA  LON. 

Very  few  aniiqiiiiie.«  are  now  discernible,  two 
j  towns,  ('tesi|ilioii  and  Seleuca,  having  been 
I  built  with  bricks  taken  froni  the  ruins  ot  Baby¬ 
lon  'Pile  country  all  around  is  perfectly  flat 
and  smooth,  while  the  space  within  the  walls 
I  presents  in  every  pari  an  undulating  and  une- 
I  veil  surface,  caused  hy  the  immense  quantity  of 
I  ruins;  an  ap|ieaiance  nneqnivncally  indicating 
I  the  vast  extent  of  the  ancient  city.  Amidst  the 
igener.al  desolation,  a  part  of  the  celebrated  tow¬ 
er  of  Baliel,  or  temple  of  Belns,  is  still  visible. 
'Phis  wonderful  edifice,  it  will  be  recollect¬ 
ed,  is  described  l»y  Herodotus  to  have  been 
constructeii  in  the  lollowing  manner :  Its  base 
was  an  extensive  stone  structure,  perfectly 
square,  about  ^00  feet  in  extent  on  every  side, 
and  100  feet  in  height;  on  this  square  base  was 
erected  another  similar  though  smaller  square 
bnihling,  of  about  000  feet  in  length,  and  100 
or  upwards  in  height ;  and  so  on,  each  success¬ 
ive  square  diminishing  in  size  up  to  the  top. 
Four  of  these  stages  (if  we  may  so  term  them) 
still  remain,  ainl  the  ascent  is  extremely  easy  on 
account  of  the  immense  quantity  of  rubbish 
which  has  accumulated  from  the  *all  of  the  up¬ 
per  portions.  In  Alexaiuh  r’s  time,  this  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  ruins  can.sed  him  after  many  efforts, 
to  ahandon  the  design  of  re*storing  the  temple  of 
Behis,  and  it  is  calculated  hy  Arrian,  that  it 
would  have  employed  ten  thousand  men  for  a 
year  to  remove  the  riihhish,  before  the  first  at¬ 
tempt  at  rehnihimg  couhl  he  made.  There  is 
so  much  facility  of  ascent  in  consequence,  that 
I  was  enabled  to  mount  to  the  top  on  horseback. 
The  view  I  f'onnd  extremely  beautiful,  and  com¬ 
prehending  a  large  extent  of  country.  The 
casiellaied  palace  of  Semiramis,  and  the  hang¬ 
ing  gardens  still  present  traces  of  their  former 
grandeur.  The  general  ruins  are  covered  with 
a  thick  crust,  which  may  he  broken,  and,  in  ma¬ 
ny  instances,  the  apartments  beneath  may  still 
be  discerned. —  Eitrnrt  from  the  speech  of  J.  S.

ANCIENT  EGYPTIAN  FUNERALS. 

The  honors  of  a  splendid  burial  were  in  the 
early  days  of  Egypt  bestowed  only  on  the  virtu¬ 
ous  citizen  or  beneficent  king.  Both  Jews  and 
Egyptians  excluded  theii  bud  kings  from  ihe 
sepulchres  of  their  fathers.  The  Grecian  fable 
of  the  judgment  of  Minos  and  Rhadamanthos 
had  its  origin  in  the  funeral  process  of  the 
Egyptians,  The  judges  accompanied  the  corse 
in  a  boat  across  the  lake  Moeris,  and  on  the  oth¬ 
er  side  of  it,  after  hearing  witnesses  as  to  the 
life  and  conduct  of  the  deceased,  decided  on  the 
just  right  of  the  remains  to  honorable  interment. 
The  pilot  who  steered  the  boat  was  called  Ch.a- 
ron  ill  Ihe  Egyptian  tongue;  and  at  Thebes  it 
was  customary,  in  evidence  of  llii.s  inquest,  to 
accompany  the  corse  across  the  Nile  with  a 
small  figure  of  a  bkat,  which,  in  the  funeral 
procession  painted  on  the  tombs,  is  invariably 
seen  carried  after  the  body.  One  of  these  boats 
was  found  at  Thebes,  and  purchased  for  Mr. 
Salt. — Eng.  paper.
